Thirdly, i do aver, That the 
other of theſe Women that came 
over from Ireland, and to London, 
with the Counteſs of T yrconnel 

B (her 
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(her Name being Mrs. Mary Grey) 
was brought big with Child, and 
lodgd in Two ſmall Chambers 0- 
ver the Lady Strickland's Lodg- 
1ngs, near the Queen s Apartment, 

in the Palace of St. James's, s, which 
ſaid Chambers join'd alſo to the 
Marchioneſs of Pows's Lodgings, 
and were the moſt private and con- 
venient for their intended Pur- 
poſe in the whole Palace, 


Fourthly, 1 do aver, That on 
Saturday, the Ninth of June, 1688. 
the ſame Mrs. Grey fell into Pains, 
upon which Mrs. Wilks was 
brought to her, and, that After- 
noon the Queen came privately 
to St. Fam?s's, and pretended al- 
ſo of a ſudden to find the S1mPp- 
toms of her approaching Delive- 
ry, which increaſed, according as

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Mrs. Grey's did in Reality; and 
Mrs. Grey being deliver'd betwixt 
the Hours of Nine and Ten on 
Sunday Morning, the Tenth of 
June ; the Child of the ſaid 
Mrs. Grey was conveyd in a 
Warming-Pan, which I faw Mrs.
